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SHL Redevelopment Plans Are 
Put on Hold with “Continuance” 


At its meeting on Thursday, 
January 11 the Prince George’s 
County Planning Board con- 
ducted a scheduled hearing with 
two possible outcomes. Either 
they could act on the Apartment 
Investment and Management 
Company’s (AIMCO) request for 
reconsideration of its Preliminary 
Plan of Subdivision (PPS) for 
the Springhill Lake redevelop- 
ment project or, alternatively, 
they could approve an indefinite 
continuance of the PPS applica- 
tion pending more definite infor- 
mation from AIMCO. 

Two critical issues remain: the 
locations of the public schools 
and their capacity to serve the 
expected increase in population 
resulting from the development. 

By the time of the scheduled 
hearing, the suspense was pretty 
much over. Apparently the “in- 
definite continuance” was on the 
Planning Board’s mind. They 
had earlier received a Maryland- 
National Capital Park & Planning

Commission (M-NCPPC) staff 
report recommending disapproval 
of the request for the PPS denial 
(May, 2006) or continuance of 
the applicant’s request until the 
school-related issues for the prop- 
erty are better defined. 

With those options before 
it and, with little or no defini- 
tive information available on the 
schools situation, the developer’s 
representatives (attorney Andre 
Gingles and AIMCO local repre- 
sentative Betsy Weingarten) sup- 
ported the indefinite continuance. 
Also supporting the continuance 
were Greenbelt’s Assistant Plan- 
ner Terri Hruby and Norman Ri- 
vera representing the developers 
of Greenbelt Station, the major 
development taking place im- 
mediately west of the SHL prop- 
erty and adjacent to the Greenbelt 
Metro station. 

The unexpected participation 
in the hearing by the Greenbelt 
Station developers could possibly 
add another “to do” item for the 


AIMCO representatives before 
they resume their efforts to res- 
urrect the failed PPS application. 
In a letter to the M-NCPPC Plan- 
ning staff, the Greenbelt Station 
developers suggest an additional 
condition for the ultimate PPS 
approval requiring some pro-rata 
share of the cost for construction 
of the new full interchange at I- 
95/I-495/Greenbelt Metro Access 
Drive and associated ramps. 

In effect the Greenbelt Station 
owners are asking that the SHL 
development be subject to the 
same conditions applying to their 
development regarding transpor- 
tation improvements needed to 
serve the developments. 

Citizen Comments 

The Planning Board also pro- 
vided opportunity for citizens to 
comment. Anne Davidson of 
Berwyn Heights registered strong 
concern about the lack of good 
information on the schools issue.

Global Warming Draws Many 
To “Clean Car” Bill Meeting 


On Tuesday, January 9 more 
than 230 residents packed the 
Greenbelt Elementary School 
cafeteria to take a stand against 
global climate change. The Town 
Hall meeting, convened to build 
support for the Maryland Clean 
Car bill, was organized by the 
Greenbelt Climate Action Net- 
work — a local chapter of the 
Chesapeake Climate Action Net- 
work (CCAN). 

If enacted the Maryland Clean 
Car bill would require automak- 
ers to develop more fuel-efficient, 
less polluting vehicles while pro- 
viding incentives for reduction in 
carbon dioxide emissions (CO,). 
Carbon dioxide in the upper at- 
mosphere is a leading cause of 
global climate change. 

Its levels have been growing at 
an exponential rate in recent de- 
cades. After coal-burning power 
plants, which Maryland addressed 
in 2006 with the Healthy Air Act, 
cars and trucks are the largest 
producers of CO,. 

The enthusiasm in the room 
was palpable. There was general 
consensus that now is the time 
for action and now is the time 
for Maryland to join 11 other 
states in taking the lead against 
global climate change. 

The Town Hall meeting fea- 
tured speeches by Mike Tidwell, 
founder and director of CCAN; 
Jennifer Garman, environmental 
coordinator for My Organic Mar- 
ket (MOM); Greenbelt Mayor 
Judith Davis and Brad Keavner, 
state director with Environment

Maryland. It also featured a 
surprise speaker, Maryland Sena- 
tor Paul Pinsky, who threw his 
enthusiastic support to the cause 
saying, “We will do anything we 
can to pass this bill.” 

Attendees were implored to 
write a letter to Maryland Gov- 
ernor Martin O’Malley urging 
his support of the clean car bill. 
Paper, envelopes, stamps, pens 
and talking points were provided 
to make the task easier and more 
than 100 letters were written dur- 
ing the meeting. 

Energetic Speakers 

After folk musician Dan Hart 
set the tone for the night by per- 
forming social-commentary songs 
with an environmental twist and 
the Reverend Terrance Collins 
of Prince George’s Community 
Ministries called on a higher 
authority to guide the gathering, 
moderator and Greenbelt resident 
Matt Barres opened the meeting. 
“IT believe it is hope [that brings 
us together tonight],” he said. 
“Hope that we as individuals, act- 
ing together, can make a differ- 
ence. Tonight is about optimism. 
Tonight is about taking steps to 
turn the tide and chart a course 
for a more sustainable America.” 

The most enthusiastic speech 
of the night was delivered by 
Tidwell of CCAN who provided 
example after example of why 
Marylanders cannot put off action 
any longer. “You have no time 
left to deal with this issue,” he 
explained. Citing a study by Dr. 
James Hansen of NASA, who is 


best known for his testimony on 
climate change to congressional 
committees in the 1980s, Tidwell 
informed the group that there are 
fewer than nine years left to sta- 
bilize the rising levels of CO, in 
the atmosphere. 

Despite these dire warnings, 
Tidwell also announced good 
news — the technology already 
exists to deal with these prob- 
lems. All that is needed is for 
everyone to take action by cut- 
ting their own emission levels 
and for governments to develop 
policies requiring others to make 
the changes necessary, too. 

Tidwell pointed out that when 
President John F. Kennedy made

Mayor and Roberts Spar 
Over Meeting Comments

On January 10 at the close of 
a Greenbelt City Council work- 
session, Mayor Judith Davis 
quizzed Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts about his conduct at a 
January 9 county school board 
meeting concerning the redevel- 
opment of Springhill Lake and 
the replacement of the existing 
elementary school there with one 
at another location. 

The incident at the school 
board was mentioned in last 
week’s News Review by Alan 
Turnbull who reported that Rob- 
erts was visibly agitated at sev- 
eral points during the meeting and 
spoke out to assert that statements 
were being made “that are not 
true.” 

Davis expressed her concern 
that Roberts had spoken at a 
meeting at which rules had been 
set forth that no member of the 
audience would be heard. “If 
you disrupt a process,” she said, 
“it was your choice. However, it 
now reflects badly upon council.” 

Davis also was concerned that 
Roberts had left the school board 
members with the impression that 
he was speaking on behalf of the 
city council while presenting his 
personal views. Davis was skepti- 
cal of Roberts’ responses denying 
that he had represented himself 
as speaking for the council, say- 
ing at one point that she had 
heard “other statements made.” 
“T heard what you said is that the 
city position is the school must 
be centrally located,” she told 
Roberts at another point. Davis 
had noted that at a charrette held 
on the redevelopment of Springhill 
Lake there had been a consensus 
that the elementary school should 
be moved. 


Response 

Roberts told the mayor, and 
the other councilmembers who 
remained silent, that he had been 
recognized by one of the two 
chairs of the meeting before he 
spoke. Roberts said he told the 
school board that AIMCO (the 
owners of Springhill Lake) had 
made “several misrepresentations” 
of the city’s position on the el- 
ementary school. He told the 
council that he felt the school 
board was very uninformed on the 
matter and had no way of know- 
ing what was true or not true. 
Therefore he urged the board to 
open up the meeting so that it 
could hear all sides of the issue. 

Roberts said his remarks were 
limited to asking that the meeting 
be opened to hear others and he 
did not state any city positions. 

He did say that after the meet- 
ing he spoke to some members 
of the school board individually. 
“When I spoke afterward, I ex- 
pressly said I was expressing my 
own opinion,” he told Davis. “I 
don’t think it’s right for one side 
to be heard and not the other.” 

(Roberts has several times 
voted against motions setting 
forth city positions relating to 
the preliminary plans for rede- 
veloping Springhill Lake which 
is proposed to contain more than 
twice as many housing units as 
the present project. He also has 
advocated keeping the school 
within the apartment project in- 
stead of on Greenbelt Middle 
School property located adjacent 
to the project.) 

Davis noted that the school 
board would hold a public hear-

Gives New Park Thumbs Up

Well, it’s finally happened. 
After years of activism, months 
of construction and disruption, 
thousands of dollars spent and 
more than a little controversy, 
the Greenbelt Skate Park has of- 
ficially opened. 

And I have to say that I, for 
one, am extremely angry. 

Am I angry because the skate 
park cost so much money for a po- 
tentially limited number of people 
who will use it? Nope, that’s not 
it at all. Judging from the number 
of people who showed up, it looks 
like it may see a lot of use, both 
by Greenbelters and by outsiders. 
What about the location? Doesn’t 
it take up far too much space too 
close to the Youth Center and 
make it an inconvenience for pe- 
destrians? Well, maybe a little bit 
but it’s not really that big a deal to 
walk around. 

So why is it that I am in such 
an agitated state? It’s simple. 
Why didn’t they build this thing 
when I was a kid? 

On Tuesday afternoon I am 
standing in the new skate park 
with my cameras, looking at that 
incredibly imposing set of bowls 
and ramps, watching a bunch 
of kids and several not-so-kids 
careen down the slopes, flipping 
their boards and defying gravity, 
Newton’s third law of motion and 
common sense. And the thought 
crossed my mind, “I found one 
of my old skateboards when I 
was cleaning up the garage the 
other day... .” 

As some of you with long 
memories may know, in my vast- 
ly younger days I was a semi-pro 
slalom skateboarder for the Pro 
Comp Factory Team and once 
urethane gets that far into the 
blood it’s hard to get it out. I 
called my orthopedic specialist 
on my cell phone. “Doc, they 
just opened up a new skateboard 
park not far from my house. It’s 
great, steep bowls, ramps and 
edges. I was just wondering 
what you would think about my 
trying to ride it.” 

“Let’s see, you’re 52 years 
old, if memory serves,” the good 
doctor replied. “My youngest 


son just got accepted at Harvard. 
I could make about $40,000 
from your insurance company 
for a broken hip and that would 
pay his tuition for a whole year. 
Yeah, sure, go for it.

sure a medic unit is close by. I 
won't get anything if you bleed 
out and die before you make it to 
the hospital.” 

They say discretion is the bet- 
ter part of valor and I decided to 
be discreet. I have, after all, as- 
cended to the heights (or depths, 
depending on your viewpoint) of 
old fogey-dom. I am now of- 
ficially an old fart, a geezer, one 
foot in the grave. Still, I climbed 
down into the big bowl and got 
some pictures shooting up, with 
the sunset behind the skaters, 
dodging more than a few loose 
boards in the process. 

As the late afternoon darkened 
the cold wind whipped up, no 
one seemed to mind. Then a 
new car full of boarders arrived 
“All right!” someone exclaimed, 
“You’re going to see some skat- 
ing now! Bulldog is here!” It 
took some time for three older 
boarders to sign in and get their 
I.D. cards. They entered the 
gate, strode to the top of the hill 
and gave a long, analyzing gaze 
at the big bowl. 

The big bowl is a monster, 
about a dozen feet deep at the 
lower end, with sheer vertical 
walls of smooth concrete all 
around. It can give you the wil- 
lies just looking at it from behind 
the fence, wondering how any- 
body could even begin to skate 
it and survive. The younger 
crowd had been eyeing it warily, 
with only a couple of the better 
boarders daring to plunge into its 
previously untried depths. The 
big boys lined up at the lip and 
we all stood around to watch. 

Everyone got a show, too. 
They were skating that bowl like 
they owned it before long, mov- 
ing up the walls with smooth 
ease. Even their wipe-outs 
didn’t look too bad. It might 
not have been the “X Games” 
but it wasn’t too far off. 

If I could have transported 
my 14-year-old self to that skate 
park and given my young self 
a board and a helmet and seen 
the riding I saw that afternoon, 
I can tell you my eyes would 
have bugged out of my head 
and filled with tears and I never, 
ever would have left that place. 
I would have slept out in a tent 
next to it and chained myself to 
the fence if they tried to take 
me away. The thought that 
it was so close 
and open every 
day that weather 
permitted — and 
FREE! — might 
even have been 
too much for my 
heart to bear. 

My wife might 
tell you that 
while my body 
still maintains its 
proper chronologi- 
cal age, my brain 
may have suc- 
ceeded in regress- 
ing to that 14- 
year-old state (if, 
indeed, it ever left 
it). Just a while 
ago, I was typing 
the search term 
“lightweight body 
armor for skate- 
boarding” into 
Google. No hits 
yet but I’m sure 
somebody will in- 
vent it soon.

Mayan Culture on the Skids 


“Apocalypto” opens this week at the Old Greenbelt Theatre. In 
this film Mel Gibson, director of “Braveheart” and “The Passion of 
the Christ,” presents his vision of a great civilization in decline. 

This is the debut performance for most of the cast, many of 
whom are of Mayan descent. The dialogue is delivered in Yucatec 
Maya (with subtitles), earning the movie a Golden Globe nomina- 
tion for best foreign language film. Filmed on location in Mexico, 
the cinematography has been widely praised as “breathtaking.” 

The plotline (the hero is kidnapped by a neighboring tribe intent 
on human sacrifice) guarantees that violence will figure heavily in 
the story and some have criticized Gibson for ascribing behavior to 
the Mayans that was more characteristic of the Aztecs. But mov- 
ies rarely get all the facts right. Viewers who are not squeamish 
about blood and gore or sticklers for the truth should enjoy an 
action-packed couple of hours in the theater. 

“Apocalypto” runs 139 minutes and is rated R for sequences of 
graphic violence and disturbing images. — Cathy Jones

A Review: “Marigolds” at the Arts Center Is a Must-see

The Greenbelt Arts Center 
(GAC) has a long history of stag- 
ing great productions with very 
talented performers, directors, 
producers and staging support. 
“The Effect of Gamma Rays on 
Man-in-the-Moon Marigolds,” 
the current offering, sets the bar 
even higher. Directed by Sheilah 
Crossley-Cox and produced by 
Stephen Cox, it is an excellent 
show in every respect. 

“The Effect of Gamma Rays 
on Man-in-the-Moon Marigolds” 
was written in the 1960s and 
won a Pulitzer Prize for Drama. 
It was then made into a movie in 
1972 starring Joanne Woodward. 
The play revolves around the 
lives of a single mother, Bea- 
trice, and her daughters Ruth and 
Tillie. Beatrice is bitter about 


the way her life has unfolded, 
in spite of her grandiose dreams 
and pretensions. She takes out 
her unhappiness on those around 
her — her daughters; Nanny, an 
elderly woman for whom she is 
caretaker; and even her daugh- 
ters’ rabbit. Beatrice is particu- 
larly cruel to her daughter Tillie, 
whose love of learning and rich 
interior life Beatrice doesn’t un- 
derstand at all. Tillie enters the 
high school science fair with a 
project that tests the effects of 
gamma radiation on the growth 
of marigolds and the crisis of the 
play occurs when she is chosen 
as a finalist. 

Amitayah Elayne Hyman in 
the role of Beatrice is excellent. 
This performance is her first at 
GAC though she has performed 
in many productions in the Wash- 
ington-Baltimore area. Hyman

drunken scene. 

Danielle Dernoga, in her sec- 
ond play at GAC, has uncommon 
talent for a 13-year-old. She sen- 
sitively portrays teenage idealism 
and sense of wonder at the world 
as well as frustration with adults. 
Her speech at the science fair, 
in which it is obvious that the 
marigolds she has grown — some 
stunted from radiation, some 
large and beautiful — represent 
her hopes and dreams, is very 







touching and well done. 

Ruth is portrayed well by 
Mary Miller, who has been in- 
volved with the theater since the 
age of nine. She performs the 
role of chatty teenager believably 
and portrays the emotional tur- 
moil of her character very well. 

Judy Holland, as Nanny, Bea- 
trice’s boarder, portrays a believ- 
able character without uttering a 
line. Speechless apparently from 
a stroke, she painfully shuffles 
her walker through scenes in 
which she is verbally, and oc- 
casionally physically, abused by 
Beatrice. 

A bit of comic relief is pro- 
vided by Janice Vickery, another

Based upon what little informa- 
tion is available, there appears 
to be a considerable difference 
between what AIMCO 1s willing 
to provide for the adequacy of 
schools serving their development 
and the projected actual expendi- 
tures facing the Prince George’s 
County Board of Education to ad- 
equately serve the development. 

Brenda Brooks, a resident of 
the SHL apartment complex, re- 
lated to the Planning Board her 
frustration at the infrequent and 
sparse information on the pro- 
posed redevelopment that SHL 
residents have received from 
AIMCO. She asked the Planning 
Board to require the developer to 
keep current residents informed 
of the status of the develop- 
ment, its timing, when demoli- 
tions might occur and the status 
of the schools currently serving 
the community. 

Although Planning Board 
members were sensitive to these 
citizen concerns, they noted that 
such a requirement may be be- 
yond their authority. They noted 
that positive action on the “con- 
tinuance” would provide more 
time for the development process 
and help in obtaining the neces- 
sary information. 

Andre Gingles, who was asked 
to respond, said that one of the 
agreed conditions, as part of an 
approved PPS, would require a 
transition plan to be available at a 
certain stage of the development. 
He volunteered that a start for 
any relocation plan would realisti- 
cally be at least a year away. 

Joan Falcao of Greenbelt also 
spoke at the hearing. She con- 
tinued to urge disapproval of the 
PPS. She did not favor granting 
a continuance and asked why the 
community should have to give 
up the existing SHL Elementary 
School site in the middle of the 
development. Agreeing with the 
other citizen speakers, Falcao told 
the Planning Board that AIMCO 
should be encouraged to “rethink”’ 
their plan. 

At that, the Planning Board 
Chair commented, “That’s where 
we are.” 

Planning Board member Jesse 
Clark then moved for an in- 
definite continuance for the appli- 
cant’s request. The motion was 
seconded by Board Member Syl- 
vester Vaughns and unanimously 
approved. 

Considering the work that 
AIMCO representatives need to 
accomplish during a continuance 
in order to satisfy the conditions 
in the CSP and now the PPS, 
regarding definitive information 
on the location(s) and adequate 
capacity for schools to serve the 
development, it 1s unknown when 
the matter will again be brought 
before the Planning Board. 

After the meeting, hallway 
conversation showed a range 
from 12 weeks to longer. Even 
if the information requirement 
is satisfied, there would still be 
another public announcement of 
a scheduled hearing.

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his 1960 promise for Ameri- 
cans to walk on the moon within 
ten years, the computing power, 
rocket power and life support 
systems did not exist, yet the 
country rallied around the cause 
and achieved the goal ahead of 
schedule. The irony with reduc- 
ing global CO, levels is that the 
technology already exists but 
the vision and the plan do not, 
opined Tidwell. It will take bold 
leadership to turn the tide and re- 
duce the effects of global climate 
change. Tidwell reminded the 
audience that one way or another 
this generation 1s going to be 
remembered for what it did or 
failed to do about global climate 
change. 
Bill Coverage 

Another speaker at the meeting 
was State Director Brad Keavner 
of Environment Maryland — a 
statewide environmental advocacy 
organization. Keavner outlined 
the particulars of the Maryland 
Clean Car bill, which is mod- 
eled on a similar bill passed in 
California, New York and nine 
other states. 

The bill would: 

* raise the pollution standards 
on new cars registered in Mary- 
land, 

* stimulate the market for 
low-emission vehicles, resulting 
in an estimated 5 percent of new 
cars utilizing hybrid technologies 
and 

* provide incentives for re- 
search and development of new 
low-emission and zero-emission 
technologies, such as fuel cells or 
electric cars. 

Jennifer Garman of MOM, 
a regional grocery store with 
a College Park location, spoke 
about the challenges of running 
a successful company and the 
innovative steps that MOM has 
taken to be a good corporate 
citizen. Garman pointed out that 
every business could operate in 
a sustainable way and still be 
successful. She challenged other 
businesses to look at their envi- 
ronmental impacts and to take 
measures to reduce them. 

Clearly thrilled with the level 
of attendance and the excitement 
of the evening, Mayor Judith Da- 
vis said, “I am amazed and in awe 
at how many people turned out 
tonight.”” The mayor spoke about 
the myriad things the Greenbelt 
municipal government and its 
citizens have done environmen- 
tally. It was an impressive list of 
nearly two dozen initiatives from 
recycling more than 50 percent of 
household waste to a geothermal 
heating and cooling system in 
the new public works garage and 
offices. Davis pledged to bring 
the clean car bill before the city 
council and encourage the council 
to write a letter supporting the 
bill. The clean car bill will be on 
the January 22 city council meet- 
ing agenda. 

In his introduction, Barres 
discussed the mayor’s environ- 
mental credentials. She is the 
city’s representative to the Met- 
ropolitan Washington Council of 
Governments (COG) Board of 
Directors, an appointee to COG’s 
Chesapeake Bay Policy Commit- 
tee and Greenbelt’s representative 
to the Energy, Environment and 
Natural Resources Policy and 
Advocacy Steering Committee 
for the National League of Cities. 
On a personal note Davis told the 


gathering that she is now walk- 
ing the walk (well, driving) as 
she recently purchased her own 
hybrid car. 

After the panelists spoke, 
the audience was invited to 
write a letter to Governor Mar- 
tin O’Malley, view displays by 
several organizations dealing in 
their own way with global cli- 
mate change, speak to the many 
elected officials in the room and 
listen to songs by folksinger Dan 
Hart and activist songwriters 
Pat Humphries and Sandy O of 
Emma’s Revolution. 

Organizers were thrilled with 
the evening, which according to 
Tidwell broke records for atten- 
dance and letter-writing success 
at similar town hall meetings in 
Maryland. 

In the question and answer 
period at the end of the meeting 
Davis remarked that, “this activ- 
ity reminds me of the Earth Day 
movement back in the 70s, how 
the work of grassroots organiza- 
tions became a national ground- 
swell which resulted in many 
changes in attitudes and policy 
throughout the country. I hope 
that organizations such as CCAN 
will be instrumental in promoting 
a similar groundswell of public 
response and action.” 

Action Needed 

According to organizers of 
the Town Hall meeting, although 
there is momentum to get the 
clean car bill passed, citizens face 
a tough fight from the opposition 
— the multi-billion dollar auto 
industry. It successfully thwarted 
the legislation two years ago and 
is mobilizing to do the same this 
year. 

Keavner listed arguments that 
will be made by the auto indus- 
try, including that the cost of im- 
plementing the clean car bill will 
make cars more expensive for 
consumers and will drive dealers 
out of business. While it is true 
that cars will cost more at the 
dealership, according to Keavner 
the cost of operating the vehicle 
will be significantly less and will 
result in the car actually costing 
less to own and operate. 

Keavner noted if Greenbelters 
are to believe the auto industry’s 
prediction of widespread clo- 
sures of auto dealerships with 
the passage of the clean car bill 
in Maryland, one would have 
to wonder why this fate has not 
befallen auto dealers in the 11 
other states that already have 
these standards. 

All the speakers reminded the 
audience that something must be 
done to stop global warming and 
it is going to take efforts by ev- 
eryone around the world to make 
a difference. The most impor- 
tant thing for Marylanders to do 
right now is to write a letter to 
Governor O’Malley urging him 
to sign the Maryland Clean Car 
bill. [See sidebar for instructions, 
an address and talking points 
provided by Greenbelt Climate 
Action Network. | 

Tidwell summed up the meet- 
ing this way, “In all my years of 
global warming activism, rarely 
have I seen such a large and pas- 
sionate and motivated crowd as 
the Greenbelt citizens who turned 
out for the January 9 town hall 
meeting. A sense of revolution 
was in the air — a clean-energy 
revolution to save our life-giving 
climate.”
